HONOLULU IS DISAPPOINTED 

( Special Dispatch to the D-M-H-M Newspapers.) 
mi route to Los Angeles, Febrile.-* 
ry 11, 1937, aboard the S. S. Lur- 
line. — Honolulu was all set to give 
President Manuel L- Quezon and 
his party a reception equal to that 
it gave to President Roosevelt 
when the American chief executive, 
last veiled the territory, but Ho- 
nolulu was disappointed. 

For President Quezon could not 
stay longer than one hour in Ho- 
nolulu, the time necessary to trans- 
fer his baggage from the “S. S. 

Empress of Canada” to the Matson 
liner “Lurline”. The state dinner 
prepared for him by the Governor 
of Hawaii, and the mammoth mil- 
itary review in which IS, 000 sol- 
diers of the U. S. army were to 
have participated, had to be can- 
celled at the President’s request. 

The President decided to change 
from the Empress’ of Canada to 
the Lurline because he was afraid 
of going through the cold weather 
of Vancouver. Also, because the 
route from Honolulu to Vancouver 
Is a stormy one during winter and, 
after having gone through the 
i storm between Yokohama and Ho- 
! no lulu, even the President, who is 
a wonderful sailor, shunned the 
rough seas near Vancouver. Bo

“Co nusta. kayo, mya. fca- 
babayant’* shouted the President 
to them. They shouted themselves 
hoarse cheering their President as 
he waved his hat to them in ac- 
knowledgement.

"Speaking of the trip to Minda- 
nao, Speaker Montilla declared 
That, the visit, of a large representa- 
tive group of the National Assem- 
* bly will help much toward foster- 
ing good relations between the 
Mohammedan and Christian Filipi- 
nos. It will be an opportunity for 
the members of the assembly to se- 
cure first hand information on 
Mindanao’s needs and problems. 

The Speaker observed that Min- 
danao’s problems are natonal in 
character and therefore, they should 
be studied on the spot if correct 
solutions are to be arrived at. He 
welcomed the opportunity being 
extended to the members of the 
assembly to see Mindanao and 
learn of it s problems. 

Another point which Speaker 
Montilla considers of utmost im- 
portance will be the close relation- 
ship which the trip will promote 
between the President and the as- 
semblymen. He said during rue 
trip a series of conferences will be 
held at which the dominant figure 



naturally will be President Que- 
zon, .Besides these conferences 
there will bo personal meetings 
and conversations, all of which 
will undoubtedly add to the cor- 
diality and understanding and 
friendship between ’the executive 
and the legislative branches. 

During the conference between 
President Quezon' and Speaker 
Montilla last Sunday, proposed im- 
portant measures were informally 
discussed.

T HERE Is at least this benefit to the Philippines re- 
sulting from the re-election of President Roosevelt:

The holding of the Philippine -American trade con- 
ference is assured and this should lead to confidence in 
both the governments of the United States and the 
Commonwealth achjng an agreement mutually satis-

It was President Roosevelt who gave the assurance 
that efforts would be exerted to correct the imperfec- 
tions and Inequalities of the i’ydings-McDuffie Law. That 
assurance would have been problematical had the Demo- 
cratic party been defeated at the polls. 

It should interest us to know that President Roose- 
velt himself did' not believe the independence law final 
In its measure of justice for us and that It was at his in- 
dication that the idea of a trade conference came to be 
proposed.

Second Thoughts 

Early ' last week Philippine news- 
papers cautiously announced that Pres- 
ident Manuel L. Quezon would sail 
to Europe June 16, with Secretary 
of Justice Jose Yulo. They kept their 
fingers crossed, but the impulsive Pres- 
ident quickly doublecrossed them. “To 
erase from the Cuban mind the idea 
that the Philippines as a sugar pro- 
ducer is Cuba’s competitor for the Am- 
erican market,” the President would 
journey instead to the rich noisy 
island -of Cuba, as official guest of 
the Cuban government. 

The Cuban president, Federico La- 
redo Bru, promptly prepared an 
elaborate program of reception. Tho 
Cuban army dictator, short swarthy 
Col. Fulgeneio Batista (see CUBA, 
page 23), cleaned up bis gleaming re- 
furbished Camp Columbia, 10 miles 
outside Havana, for a Quezon inspect 
tion. 

Arriving on schedule on Saturday 
night, the President ran the gauntlet 
of reception, dinner, camp, and tea 
the next day; then introduced Cuba to 
the, Quezon manner. Urgent messages 
from Washington, he regretted, had 
forced him to change his mind. That 
afternoon he scuttled back to Miami 
and American soil. 

By his last-minute changes of mind, 
the President had missed not only Ha- 
vana’s rumbas but the imperial suite 
of the giant Berengaria. In his stead 
it was occupied by his secretary of 
justice, rich Jose Yulo, accompanied 
by Mrs. Yulo, six children, a niece, 
inephew, sister-in-law, two maids, a 
nurse and a valet. Asked the now 
standard question of what lie (bought 
of the U.S. high commissioner’s toast 
precedence order, Yulo evaded: “T 
wouldn’t know. I don’t drink.” 

In Washington another good friend 
of the President hinted at another 
change in the Quezon mind, on a vast- 
ly more important subject. In let- 
ters to his political leaders here last 
week, Resident Commissioner. Quin- 

tin Paredes urged them to start a 
movement to amend the Philippine 
constitution to allow the reelection of 
President Quezon. The .constitution 
provides for a single six-year term, 
and the commissioner would like an 
old band at the helm for the four re- 
maining of the commonwealth. He 
thinks there is only a slim chance of 
U.S. congress legislation on early in- ’ 
dependence.

Accompanied by a group of offi- 
cials, President Quezon talked with 
Secretary Wallace and chiefs of the 
sugar section of AAA. He said that 
the Philippines is satisfied with 
the present sugar quota, represent- 
ing roughly 15 per cent of the su- 
gar consumed in the United States. 

The visiting chief executive de- 
clared that “the proposed three- 
fourths cent a pound excise tax on

" , |W'71TH ihe December election approaching, and the 
W National Assembly In session, there is a definite 
possibility that the session may be devoted entirely to 
vote-getting bills like the pork barrel, to the exclusion 
of other more urgent legislation. 

President Quezon has shown an example in his de- 
tachment from the present political campaign. Nation- 
alist party leaders have also hinted upon a policy of 
urging national officials like the members of the Assem- 
bly to take the hands-of cue from Malacanan. We be- 
lieve that the best opportunity to achieve the end sought 
by all presents itself ' In the Assembly. We urge that 
Assembly leaders steer the chamber clear of all such 
legislative projects and proposals as may be converted 
into partisan ammunition, especially by candidates be- 
longing to the Nationalist party. 

It need not be pointed out that, if it had a mind to 
do. it, the National Assembly completely National- 
ist in composition, could win the election for the various 
candidates of the party for provincial and municipal of- 
fices.

For the proper celebration 
of the national Child Health 
day — September 1 — President 
Manuel L. Quezon has desig- 
nated a national Child Health 
day committee “to call the at- 
tention of all thoughtful peo- 
ple to our responsibility toward 
children; to emphasize the fact 
that healthy childhood is the 
foundation of a strong and vi- 
rile citizenry so that continuous 
and unremitting efforts all over 
the Philippines toward the 
protection and promotion of 
child health and welfare may 
be encouraged throughout the 
year.” 

Besides the national committee, with 
a -membership of 33, including Com- 
missioner of Public Welfare Jgse^Fa- 
Jiella, the chairman, there are also 
provincial and municipal units taking 
part in the campaign to promote child 
welfare. 

Health Program 

The central committee is to formu- 
late plans and stimulate activities for 
Child Health da}]; the provincial com- 
mittee is entrusted with the carrying 
out of the various Child Health activ- 
ities in the different communities of 
the province. The provincial gover- 
nor, who is the chairman of the pro- 
vincial * unit, will appoint executive 
officers from among the committee 
members to lead the following groups 
'of activities: (1) health education and 
nutrition; (2) health facilities ’of the 
community; (3) safety and recreation; 
and (4) religious, moral and character 
training. The municipal ‘committees 
will sponsor local programs featuring 
a baby contest as the main attraction. 

It is to be emphasized, however, that 
the celebration of Child Health day is 
to be more in the nature of a climax 
to the year’s program of child health 
promotion. The agencies resppnsible 
for child health welfare in a commu- 
nity are the puericulture and other 
health cepters, the home, the school, 
the woman’s club, community civic so- 
cieties and local religious organiza- 
tions. Puericulture centers usually bear 
the brunt of child health promotion 
in a community because they provide 
its residents with competent -medical

and nursing service. 

It is thus suggested by health auth- 
orities that special efforts be exerted 
in every community to establish a pue- 
riculture center and a public health 
nursing service. While mothers are 
resjmnsible for the well-being of their 
families, they- need help and guidance 
on certain health problems in the home.

In the matter of the propo- 
sal to increase tonnage dues as 
a counter-measure to an un- 
reasonable invease * n ship 
freight rates, there is no at- 
tempt to minimize the critical 
situation^ created by the Euro- 
pean war. 

The thing to remember is 
^ that there has never been, and 
probably never will be, a criti- 
cal situation which will not be 
pounced upon in some quarters 
as an excuse for exorbitant 
profits. It is to fight this ten- 
dency that President Manuel 
L. Quezon has asked the Na- 
tional Assembly for powers to 
increase tonnage dues in an 
emergency — and the emergen- 
cy will, it is logical to assume, 
arise only when freight rates 
are "increased beyond all reason 
that even a European war can 
give. 

The President's request is 
justified on two fundamental 
grounds. The first is that very 
same war which is pleaded by 
the exponents of higher freight 
rates. The war means a curtail- 
ment of commerce and a cor- 
responding drop in customs re- 
venue. J,£ it is fair for the ship- 
ping companies to jack up their 
freight charges, it is equally 
fair for the government to seek 
methods to take up the slack in 
revenue. 

The other Reason is precise- 
ly the one cited in a defense of 
the higher rates and the com- 
plementary condemnation of 
the tonnage dues boost, name- 
ly, that reasonable increases 
made necessary by war condi- 
tions are justifiable, while un- 
reasonable ones- are not. 

A short time ago an asso- 
ciation of lines sought to raise 
choir rates by 50 per cent. 
Through the intervention of 
President Quezon they agreed 
to reduce this raise to only 20 
per cent. Here was a clear at- 



tempt to profit exorbitantly, 
because if the 50 per cent in- 
crease had been justifiable, not 
only President Quezon but the 
Almighty v PIimself would have 
been unable to persuade the 
shipping companies to agree to 
a reduction. It may be taken 
for granted, therefore, that the 
tendency to profit excessively 
still exists, and that instances 
of it will crop up in the fu- 
ture. It is precisely to guard 
against them that the President 
seeks those powers,. There is 
clear specification that they 
will not be used except in an 
emergency. And if, when used 
justifiably, they are called a 
“police club/' then those who 
hit on the term may be congra- 
tulated. It expresses the idea 
exactly. They are meant pre- 
cisely to be a police club to 
keep profiteering shipping lines 
in line. 

The argument that shipping 
lines will refuse to include Phi- 
lippine ports in their list of 
ports of call will hold good 
when the world does not need 
Philippine copra or Philippine 
hemp. The manner in which 
the prices of these commodi- 
ties have been behaving of late 
does not bear out the assump- 
tion that the demand will not 
compel shipping lines to call 
for and carry them. 

The President should be 
given the power he asks for, 
for the reason that he has 
stated. Shipping lines which 
are satisfied with an increase 
that is justified by increased 
costs of operation need never 
fear that the powers will be 
used against them. Those that 
will use the war to justify a 
freight rate boost out of all 
proportion to increased costs, 
will have to return some of 
their excess profits to the gov- 
ernment of the nation whose 
producers will pay that excess.

I Manila, 

Your. Excellency: 

Permit mo, Mr. President, to res- 
pectfully express an opinion on the 
petition of the National Rice and 
Corn corporation’s (NARIC) rice 
dealers for exemption from the 
payment of the internal revenue 
sales tax. 

As a dealer in, and a distributor 
of, said rice; I believe I am quite 
familiar with th& ins and outs of 
this business, and feel, therefore, 
that I can speak with a certain de- 
gree of authority. 

It should be stated, at the out- 
set, that questions or problems of 
whatever character must be solved 
rightly and justly, if contentment 
is to prevail Otherwise, dissatis- 
faction is bounds persist in a pro- 
gressively aggravated form, and 
the question will recur again and 
again. 

Let us now get down the facta. 

Roughly speaking, NARIC makes 
a net profil of, at least, P2.00 per 
sacli— because its sales are made 
only on a strictly cash basis— a 
method that is admittedly correct 
and, in no way, questioned— it 
does business on a 100 per cent 
safety basis.
